Jacob G. Schurman, in his address at 
the opening of the scholastic year of 
Cornell univeisity today, spoke at 
considerable length on the subject 
of national expansion. 
Mr. Schur- 


man was president of the commission 
sent to the Philippine islands to in- 
vestigate the subject of civil govern- 
ment of the archipelago. At the out- 
set Mr. Schurman referred to his ad- 
dress of last year, when he answered 
negatively the inquiry, "Shall we 
take the Philippine 
islands 
from 


Spain?" 


His opinions, he said, brought upon 


him no little condemnation, but the 
rapid march of events rendered it 
unncessary to consider whether these 
opinions were sound or not. 


The treaty-making power of the 


United States, backed, he admitted, 
by an overwhelming public opinion, 
irrespective of party, took the Phil- 
ippine islands from Spain. Some peo- 
ple were still discussing the theoretic 
expediency of expansion. 


THE ONLY QUESTION. 


This had not been an open ques- 


pressloa tf Insurrection and the es- 
tablishment of peace and order." 


NOT A QUESTION OF PROFIT. 
There was, said President Schur-L 


man, 
no instance in history of the 


successful government of a colony 
where profit to the parent state or 
its citizens had been a leading con- 
sideration. 


On the other hand there were many 


examples of distress and rebellion 
from such unworthy greed and ex- 
ploitation. 


"Let a nation," he said, "seek to 


enrich itself or its citizens at the ex- 
pense of its colonists and it impov- 
erishes all. But let a nation in all its 
dealings with its colonies take as its 
sole criterion of judgment and stand- 
ard of conduct the welfare of the col-

question today open was thip: 


"The United States having taken 


the Philippine islands from Spain, 
what shall be done with them?" 


This grave issue must be decided 


by the president and congress. With 
them he thought it could be left in 
the confident expectation that a wise 
solution would be reached. 
He in- 


vited attention to some observations 
on the general subject of national ex- 
pansion. 


A difference between the expansion 


of the United States and, that of 
Great Britain came prominently into 
view when our new states were com- 


ared with dependencies like India. 


The population of the United States 
,vas homogeneous, that of India in- 
escribably heterogeneous. TheAmer- 
cans ruled themselves, whether in 
few York or Oregon; the alien and 
multitudinous races of India could 
be held together only by a strong 
oreign hand. 
America had grown 


rom within outwards; England had 
•nlai-ged herself by accretion. 


PHASE OF NEW EXPANSION. 
Our 
assumption 
of 
sovereignty 


over the Philippine islands was al- 
ogether unlike the previous phases 
of our national expansion. He point- 
ed out that whereas in the develop- 
ment of the United States from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific 
practically 


uninhabited territories were found; 
the Philippine islands were already 
well peopled with Malayans, who had 
long made it their home, who resent- 
ed the intrusion of other races, and 
to whom the physical environment 
was far better adapted than it was 
to white men. 


There are those who speak of the 


Philippine islands as our possessions 
and calmly conclude we may do what 
we like with them. 


This was too barbarous to be taken 


seriously; it was not callousness of 
heart, it was only muddle-headed- 


onists and it will result, as history 
everywhere demonstrates, that the 
enriched dependencies become the 
most profitable traders with the rul- 
ing country." 


THE HIGHEST PURPOSES. 


President Schurman said that the 


initative and the directing power be- 
long to the soverign nation and must 
be exercised by higher purposes. A 
few will suffice. 
Of course, there 


must be one responsible head. 
But 


with an organizing genius at the 
helm it was simply astonishing how 
much could be got out of the natives. 
Continuing he said: 


'•I was often asked in the Philip- 


pines if our civil service was better 
than that of Spain. Here is a point 
where the Filipinos suspect and fear 
us. We must allay their anxiety and 
suspicion by a splendid Philippine 
civil service. I believe we shall. It 
is absolutely necessary. 


"But there will be no harder task 


in connection with our government 
of the archipelago. 
I repeat, how- 


ever, that the success of our admin- 
istration in the Philippines will de- 
pend upon the men we send out to 
conduct it much more than upon acts 
of congress or any other circum- 
stance.'* 


PURPOSE OF COLONIZATION. 
In conclusion Mr. Schurman said: 
"What is the end of colonization? 


Why should we extend our sover- 
eignty over remote countries and 
alien peoples f 
I answer that only 


the justifiable object of such expan- 
sion is the establishment of good gov- 
ernment in the territory 
annexed, 


the elevation of its people in civili- 
zation, and the training of them in 
progressive self-government with a 
view to ultimate independence wheth- 
er they are partisans in it or separat- 
ed from the sovereign state. As the 
end of the moral being is perfection, 
and the end of the economic society 
is wealth, so the end of the political 
community is independence. In the 
divine creation of the race no people 
can be permanently kept in a state 
of subjection to. or even dependent 
upon, another people. Of all coloniz- 
ing nations England is the only one 
which has realized this great princi- 
ple, 
and it took a successful rebel- 


lion in her first empire to impress the 
truth even upon England. 


THE NATION'S MISSION. 


"In the Philippine Islands our own 


mission is to educate and elevate the 
Filipinos and aid them in governing 
themselves. 
We shall not adopt the 


policy 
of scuttle, nor, although 


American soverignty must be estab- 
lished even by force, shall we ever 
dream of the policy of extermina- 
tion. Not oppression, nor yet aban- 
donment and desertion; not these, but 
honest and fraternal co-operation 
with the Filipinos for the establish- 
ment of a just and stable government 
of the natives who shall have ever- 
increasing participation in propor- 
tion to the development of their polit-

FUNSTON TALKS OF WAR. 


Fort Scott, Kan., Sept. 28.—General 


Frederick Funston, formerly colonel 
of the Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
now en route home from Manila, in 
a letter received by a friend here to- 
day predicts that the war in the Phil- 
ippine islands will have been ended 
by spring. 
General Funston says: 


"I would really like to see the war 
through to the finish, not for the po- 
sition I hold, but because my fight- 
ing blood is up. I am confident that 
by spring it will be over. The indi- 
cations are that a very aggressive 
campaign will be inaugurated this 
fall and they will have what they 
lacked before, 3,000 cavalry, abso- 
lutely indispensable 
in a guerilla 


war. Lord, wouldn't I like to com- 
mand a cavalry brigade. 
I have 


never for a minute had any qualms 
as to the justice of this war. We are 
right and they are wrong. 
I hope 


that when they are conquered they 
will be made to feel for many years 
the iron hand of military rule, the 
only kind for which they are suited 
I think the islands a most valuable 
acquisition.

L. now. trainer for the Forest City 
farm of Cleveland, Ohio. 


Bumps scored away 
alone 
and 


stepped the first quarter in 0:30, and 
was down to the half in just 1:00. 
Here two runners as prompters ac- 
companied the great pacer the rest 
of the trip. The third quarter was 
paced in 0:31 and the mile in 2:03»4. 


What makes this performance all 


the more meritorious for the Chicago 
pacer is that the temperature was not 
of the record-breaking kind, as evi- 
denced by the time made in all the 
class races. Bumps, some two weeks 
ago,

Dewey and his officers and men on 
the Olympia were formally wecomed 
to the state of New York this after- 
noon by Governor Roosevelt and the 
chief officers of the van guard of the 
state who went down the bay on 
Gen. 
Francis V. Green's yacht Wild 


Duck. 
Besides Governor Roosevelt 


there were among the welcoming 
party other men whose grasps of the 
admiral's hand were something more 
than 
formal. 
Gen. Francis 
V. 


Green, who went with the governor, 
is a Manila campaigner, and for the 
first time since the admiral left the 
harbor of Manila he shook hands 
with some of the captains who com- 
manded vessels in his squadron on 
May 1. 1898. 


These were Captain Wildes, of the 
ioston; Captain Dyer, of the Balti- 
more; Captain Wood, of the Petrel; 


aptain Walker, of the Concord, and 
iaptain Coghlan, of the Raleigh. 
Others who accompanied the gov- 


einor were the members of the staff

Had he continued 
ahead he would have been all right, 
but he seemed to be undecided and 
checked his horses for an instant and 
then drove on. 


The team had crossed the track and 


Mr. Hoevel applied the whip in order 
to get his wagon across, but he wwi 
a second too late. 
That second 


was fatal.

wagon with frightful force, crushing 
it to fragments and hurling the un-

fortunate driver to instant death.

PORAC IS TAKEN. 


Manila, Sept. 28.—3:50 p. m.—Gen- 


eral MncArthur entered Porac, after 
half an hour's fighting. The Amer- 
ican loss was slight and the insur- 
gents loss is not known. The enemy 
fled northward. 
When the AmeriP 


cans entered the town they found it 
entirely deserted. 


The attacking party moved on 


Porac in two cplumes. The Ninth in- 
fantry, with two guns, from Santa 
Bita, was commanded by General 
Wheeler, and the Thirty-six infantry, 
under Colonel Bell, with one gun, ac- 
companied General HocArthur from 
San Antonio. 


Both colums struck the town at 9 


o'clock and opened a brisk fire, which 
wns replied to by the enemy for half 
an hour. 


Then the insurgents fled and the

trenches and took possession of the 
place. 


Just before the fight Smith's com- 


mand, at Angeles, made a dcmonstra- 
,tion by firing artillery up tho rail- 
road track.

Bell reported four men of his regi- 
ment wounded. 


The artillery did not have any men 


injured. 


Today's movement was a strategi- 


cnl success and resulted in the posses- 
sion of Porac and the clearing of sev- 
eral miles of country thereabouts. 


The two columns, one from Santa 


Rita and the other from San Antonio, 
uni'crt before Porac, according to pro- 
gram, stretching around the place for 
some miles. 


The insurgents are estimated to 


have numbered 600 men. Ten dead 
Filipinos were found and the cap- 
tain and commissary of Macarino's 
command were taken prisoners. 


The American loss is five wounded, 


but there were many prostrations 
from the heat. Englishmen from the 
insurgent lines report that the Fil- 
ipinos at Batnban have 5,000 new 
Japanese rifles. 


Two Filipino majors came to the 


American lines last night with mes- 
sages regarding the American pris- 
oners, who were to arrive this morn- 
ing. They also requested permission 
for General Alejandrino, one colonel 
and two lieutenants to visit General 
Otis.

The insurgents recently entrenched 


and garrisoned the town of Paeto, on 
Laguna de Bay, in the province of 
Lnguna. Subsequently Captain Lar- 
sen, commanding the gunboat Napi- 
clnn, landed for a conference with the 
citizens. As he was proceeding up 
the main street cf the town with a 
squad he was received with a volley 
from a hidden trench. The party re- 
treated to their boat under cover •«:

IthicR, N. Y., Sept. 28—President 


Jacob G. Schunuan, in his address at 
:he opening of the scholastic year of 
Cornell university today, spoke at 
considerable length on the subject 
of national expansion. 
Mr. Schur- 


II)tin was president of the commission 
sent to the Philippine islands to in- 
vestigate the subject of civil govern- 
ment of the archipelago. At the out- 
set Mr. Schurman referred to his ad- 
dress of last year, when he answered 
negatively the inquiry, "Shall we 
take the Philippine islands 
from 


Spain?'' 


His opinions, he said, brought upon 


liim 110 little condemnation, but the 
rapid march of events rendered it 
unncessnry to consider whether these 
opinions were sound or not. 


The treaty-making power of the 


United States, backed, he admitted, 
by an overwhelming public opinion, 
irrespective of party, took the Phil- 
ippine islands from Spain. Some peo- 
ple were still discussing the theoretic 
expediency of expansion.

what shall be done with them?1 


This grave issue must be decided 


by the president and congress. With 
them he thought it could bo left in 
the confident expectation that a wise 


ilutlon would be reached. 
He in- 


,ted attention to some observations 
i the general subject of national ex- 
msion. 
A difference between the expansion 
f the United States and. that of 
reat Britain came prominently into 
,ew when our new states were com- 
ctred with dependencies like India, 
he population of the United States 


homogeneous, that of India in- 


escribablyheterogeneous. TheAmer- 
sans ruled themselves, whether in 
ew York or Oregon; the alien and 
iultitudinous races of India could 
e held together only by a strong 
oreign. hand. 
America had grown 


rom within outwards; England had 
nlarged herself by accretion. 
PHASE OF NEW EXPANSION. 
Our 
assumption of sovereignty 


ver the Philippine islands was al- 
ogether unlike the previous phases 
f our national expansion. 
He point- 


d out that whereas in the develop- 
icnt of the United States from the 


Atlantic to the Pacific 
practically 


minhabited territories were found 
he Philippine islands were already 
well peopled with Malayans, who had 
ong made it their home, who resent- 
:d the intrusion of other races, and 
:o whom the physical environment 
was far better adapted than it was 
;o white men. 


: There, are those who speak of tin 
Philippine islands as our possession: 
and calmly conclude we may do wha 
we like with them. 


This was too barbarous to be taken 


seriously; it was not callousness 
heart, it was only muddle-headed 
ness. 


OUR RESPONSIBILITY. 


The terms "ownership" and "pos 


session" were a "barbarous surviva 
when applied to any relation 
bo 


tween one people and another. 
TIi 


sovereign power owned nothing, bu 
there is something it owed. It wa 
charged with the responsibility 
government. Our relations with th 
Philippines would be misrepresente 
so long as we retained the fatal coi 
fusion of government and propert; 
Continuing, Mr. Scliurman said: 


"We simply possess, in virtue « 


the treaty of Paris, the right to goi 
cvn or nid in governing the people < 
the Philippine islands. 
Unhappil; 


we have not got beyond the 
fir 


function 
of 
government—the su; 


presslon of insurrection and the es- 
:ablishment of peace and order." 


NOT A QUESTION OF PROFIT. 
There was, said President Schur-, 
tan, no instance in history of the 


successful government of a colony 
where profit to the parent state or 
.ts citizens had been a leading con- 
sideration. 


On the other hand there were many 


examples of distress and rebellion 
from such unworthy greed and ex- 
ploitation. 


"Let a nation," he said, "seek to 


enrich itself or its citizens at the ex- 
pense of its colonists and it impov- 
erishes all. But let a nation in all its 
dealings with its colonies take as its 
sole criterion of judgment and stand- 
ard of conduct the welfare of the col- 
onists and it will result, as history 
everywhere demonstrates, that the 
enriched dependencies become tlie 
most profitable traders with the rui- 
ng- country." 


THE HIGHEST PURPOSES. 


President Schurman said that the 
nitative and the directing power be- 
.ong to the soverign nation and must 


exercised by higher purposes. A 


few will suffice. 
Of course, there 


must be one responsible head. 
But 


/ith an organizing genius at the 
helm it was simply astonishing how 
much could be got out of the natives. 
Continuing he said: 


"I was often asked in the Philip- 


pines if our civil service was better 
than that of Spain. Here is a point 
where the Filipinos suspect and fear 


We must allay their anxiety and 


suspicion by a splendid Philippine 
civil service. I believe we shall. It 
is absolutely necessary. 


"But there will be no harder task 


in connection with our government 
of the archipelago. 
I repeat, how- 


ever, that the success of our admin- 
isxration in the Philippines will de- 
pend upon the men we send out to 
conduct it much more than upon acts 
of congress or any other circum- 
stance." 


PURPOSE OF COLONIZATION. 
In conclusion Mr. Schurman said: 
"What is the end of colonization? 


Why should we extend our sover- 
eignty over remote countries and 
alien peoples? 
I answer that only 


the justifiable object of such expan- 
sion is the establishment of good gov- 
ernment in the territory annexed, 
the elevation of its people in civili- 
zation, and the training of them In 
progressive self-government with 
view to ultimate independence wheth- 
er they are partisans In it or separat- 
ed from the sovereign state. As the 
end of the moral being is perfection, 
and the end of the economic society 
is wealth, so the end of the political 
community is independence. In the 
divine creation of the race no people 
can be permanently kept In a state 
of subjection to, or even dependent 
upon, another people. Of all coloniz 
ing nations England Is the only one 
which has realized this great princi- 
ple, and it took a successful rebel- 
lion In her first empire to impress the 
truth even upon England. 


THE NATION'S MISSION. 


"In the Philippine Islands our own 
Ission is to educate and elevate the 
lllplnos and aid them in governing 
lemselvcs. We shall not adopt the 
)Hcy 
of scuttle, nor, 
although 


merlcan soverignty must be estab 
shed even by force, shall we evei 
•earn of the policy of extermina- 
an. Not oppression, nor yet aban- 
onment and desertion; not these, bu 
onest and fraternal co-operatioi 
ith the Filipinos for the establish 
ent of a just and stable governmen: 
f the natives who shall have ever 
id-easing participation in proper 
on to the development of their polit 
lal capacities, the growth of thei: 
oliticnl experience, the progress o 


masses in education and civili 


ation and the evolution of the idea: 
which will be nourished by develop 


,g the habit of common action, th 
mprovement of the means of com 


unication, the freer intermingling 
f the tribes and races and hearty 
ative co-operation with the Ameri 
ans whose best political tradition 
re but the realization of the deares 
deals of the Filipino peoples."

They talked over the matter ,1 long 


time and mot again tho next day in 
Henry Maxwell's study to develop 
plans. Tho city primaries wero called 
for Friday. Rumors of strange and un- 
heard of events to tho average, citizen 
were current in jiolitical circles through- 
out Iv.iymond. The Crawford system of 
balloting for nominations was not in 
use in tho state, and tho primary was 
called for a public meeting at tho court- 
house. 


Tho citizens of Raymond will never 


forget that meeting. It was so unlike 
any political meeting ever held in Ray- 
mond, before that there was no attempt 
at comparison. The special officers to 
bo nominated were mayor, city council, 
chief of police, city clerk and city 
treasurer. 


Tho Evening News in its Saturday 


edition gavo a full account of tho pri 
mavies, and in an editorial column Fjd- 
ward Norman spoke with a directness 
and conviction that tho Christian peo- 
plo of Raymond were learning to re- 
spect deeply because so evidently sincere 
and unselfish. A part of that editorial 
is also a part of this history: 


"It ia safe to say that never "before in 


tho history oE Raymond was there a 
primary like, tho one in tho courthouse 
last night. It was, first of all, a com- 
plete surprise to the city politicians, 
who havo been in tho habit of carrying 
on the affairs of the city as if they 
ou'iird them and every onn else was 
simply a tool or a cipher. Tho over- 
whelming surprise of the wire pnllei 
last night consisted in the fact that 
largo number of the citizens of Ray- 
mond who have heretofore taken no 
part in tho city's affairs entered tho pri- 
mary and controlled it, nominating 
some, of tho best men for nil the offices 
to bn filled at tho coming; election. 


"It was a tremendous lesson in gone 


citizenship. President Marsh of Lincoln 
college, w!m never before entered a city 
primary nnd whoso face even was:not 


tho rest of the citizens who havo thns ! 
begun iv long needed reform in our 
city.' 


President Marsh read this editorial 


anil thanked God for Edward Norman. 
At the same time ho understood well 
enough that every other paper in Ray- 
mond was on tho other side. Ho did not 
misunderstand tho importance nnd seri- 
ousness of tho fight which was only just 
begun. It was no secret that Tho News 
had lost enormously since it had boon 
governed by tho standard of "What 
would .lesus do?" Tho question now 
was. "Would tho Christian people- of 
Raymond stand by itV" Wonld they 
mako it possible for Norman to coudnct 
a daily Christian paper, or would their 
desiro for what is called "news," in 
liu way of crime, scandal, political 
iarti.innship of tho regular sort and a 
lisliko to champion so remarkable u re- 
"orm in journalism, influence them to 
Irop the paper and refuse to givo it 
:heir financial support? That was, in 
'net, tho question Edward Norman was 
asking even whilo ho wrote the Satnr- 
lay editorial. Ho knew well enough 
.hat his action expressed in that edi- 
:orial wonld cost him very dearly from 
ho hands of many business men of 
Raymond, and still as ho drove his pen 
over tho paper ho asked another ques- 
tion. "What would Jesus doV" That 
question had become a part of Ins lifo 
now. 
It was greater than any other. 


But for tho first tiino in its history 


Raymond had seen tho professional 
non. tho teachers, tho college profes- 
sors, tho doctors, the ministers, take 
political action and put themselves 
definitely and sharply in antagonism to 
the ovil forces that had so long con- 
trolled tho machine of the municipal 
government. Tho fact itself was .aston- 
ishing. President Marsh acknowledged 
to himself, with a, feeling of humilia- 
tion, that never before had he known 
what civic righteousness could accom- 
plish. From that Friday night's work 
he dated for himself and his college 
now definition of the worn phrnse, "the 
scholar in politics." Edncation for him 
and those who wero under his influence 
ever after meant soino element of suf- 
fering. Sacrifice must now enter intv. 
the factor of development. 


At tho Rectangle that week the tide

But meanwhile tho glory of tho 


Spirit's power possessed all their best 
thought 
Night after night that weeu 


witnessed miracles as great as walking 
on tho spa or feeding 'the multitude 
with a fow loaves find fishes, for what 
greater uiiraclo than a, regenerated hu- 
manity ? The transformation of these 
conrsrt, brutal, sottish lives into pray- 
ing, rapturouj) lovers of Jesus struck 


the tomb. It was an experience fall of 
profound excitement to them. 


Rollin Puge came to all tho meetings. 


There was no doubt of the change that 
had come over him. He was wonderful- 
ly quiet. It seemed as if he wero think- 
ing till the time. Certainly he was not 
the same person. Ho talked more with 
Gray than with miy one else. He did 
not avoid Rachel, but he seemed to 
shrink from any appearance of seeming 
to wish to renew the old acquaintance 
with her. Rachel fount! it even difficult 
to express to him her pleasure at the 
new life ho had begun to know. He 
(seemed to be waiting to adjust himself 
to his previous relations before this tiew 
life began. He had not forgotten Ihoso 
relations, but he was not yet able to 
tit his consciousness into new ones. 


The end of the week found the Rec- 


tangle struggling hard between two 
mighty opposing forces. 
Tho Holy 


Spirit was battling with all his super- 
natural strength against tho saloon 
devil which had so long held a jealous 
grasp on its slaves- If the Christian 
people of Raymond once could realize 
what the contest meant to tho eouls 
newly awakened to a new life, it did 
not seem possible that tho election could 
result in the old system of license. But 
that remained yet to bo seen. The hor- 
ror of the daily surroundings of many 
of the converts was slowly burning its 
way into the knowledge of Virginia- 
and Rachel, and every night as they 
went uj) town to their luxurious homes 
they carried heavier hearts.
